DEADLY DYNAMITE. 


Terrible Explosion in an 
Idaho Mine. 


Eight Men Killed—Some of Their 
Bodies Blown to Atoms, 


The Remains of Four Recovered— 
Search for the Others, 


The Cause of the Disaster Unknown 
-A Rescuing Party Working 
without Hope of Finding 
Any Men Alive. 


| By Telegraph to The Times. 


BURKE (Idaho,) Aug. 20.—|By the 
Associated Press.| ‘Iwo hundred 
pounds of giant powder exploded at 
the mouth of the lower tunnel of Black 
Bear mine near here yesterday with 
terrible effect. Four men were impris- 
oned ut the breast of the drift by rock 
which caved in, and were suffocated. 
The bodies of four other miners have 
not yet been found, but all hope of 
finding them alive has been given up. 
The explosion was terrible, tearfng up 
the earth and caving in the tunnel for 
a distance of 100 feet. ‘ | 

At 4o0’clock a rescuing party bad re- 
covered the dead bodies of four men: 
G. MeNeill, general manager; John 
Jones, assistant manager; Robert 
Blackburn and John Barrins, miners. 
It is feared that the bodies of the four 
other missing men were blown to 
atoms. 


Just how the explosion occurred can- 
not be ascertained, but it is supposed 


‘that a lighted candle or fire from a pipe 


dropped into a box containing powder 
or fuse, by some one passing was the 
cause. Four cases of 200 sticks each 
exploded almost simultaneously. 

The Black Bear mine is located half 
way between Wallace and burke, on 
whatis known as Cafion Creek, near 
the town of Gem. It was formerly 
owned by O. B. Hardy and Peter Jen- 
sen. Mr. Hardy recently disposed of 
his interest to Campbell & Finch. 

The bodies of the men recovered 
were found at adistance of 150 feet 
from the mouth of the tunrmel, and 
death resulted fromsuffocation. Three 
of the men who are misSing were sup- 
posed to be near the scené_of the ex- 
plosion, and it is thought that with 
them dies the knowledge of the cause 
of the explosion. The work of recov- 
ering bodies will be continued until it 
is reasonably sure tbat all are ac- 

Jense, Blackman and Barrins were 
found near the wreck smothered by 
gas from the explosion. They had 
evidently been in the rear end of the 
tunnel and hearing the explosion came 
forward and tried to open a passage- 
wav but were overcome by gas. 

A short time before relief came a 
voice was heard by men outside saying 
**for God’s sake hurry up.”’ 

Mr. McNeil was a young man and an 
assayer and mining man of consider- 
able prominence and had been in 
charge of the mine abouta month. He 
was from lowa and has sisters in San 
Francisco and a brother in Butte. 

Peter Jense, a promivent railroad 
contractor and a brother of one of the 
killed, arrived at Wallace from Port- 
land only to hear of the accident on 
his arrival, 


A STRIKE AT \CRAMP’S, ° 


Five Hundred Men and Boys Give 
Up Their Jobs. 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 20.—|By the 
Associated Press.|. It was learned to- 
day that a strike, embracing about five 
hundred men and boys, occurred yes- 
terday at Cramp’s ship vard here. On 
Monday last the heater boys and rivet 
carriers, té the number of 250, made a 
demand for an increase in wages, and 
when refused they struck. The heater 
boys have been making $1 a day 
and demanded an advance of 50 cents. 
The rivet carriers have been making $4 
and sought ag advance to $5. Yester- 
day the riveters aud holders also de- 
manded an advance and upon refusal 
they struck, making in all about 500 
men and boys out. Tae strikers will 
be given a little time in whieh to de- 
cide whether or not toreturn, and if 
they should make up their minds to 
remain outany length of time new 
men Will probably be employed to take 
their places. 


BARDSLEY’S PECULATIONS. 


More of His Crooked Doings Come 

PHILADELPHIA, Aug. 20.—[By the 
Associated Press.| The Investigating 
Committee heard another lengthy re- 
port from the expert committee relat- 
ing to the deposit by Bardsley of ¢943.- 
000 in the Keystone Bank.

The material portion of the funds, the 
report says, Was substituted by 
the bank for fictitious assets. 
The accountof H. H. Yard, among 
other things, was persistently over- 
drawo during 1890 until its culmina- 
tion a $81,431 in November.

AFTER AWARD FIGHT 


A New Hampshire Murderer 
Captured. 


He Fires Many Shots at the Officers 
froma Barn. 


The Enraged People Barely Prevented 
from Lynching Him. 


He Had Basen for Weeks Hiding Near 
His Victim’s Grave—Story of 
the Christie Warden 
Murder. 


By Telegranh to The Times. 

HANOVER (N. H.,) Aug. 20.—| By the 
Associated I’ress.| Frank. C. Almy, 
the murderer of Christie Warden, was 
discovered in Warden’s barn this 
morning. Almy fired fifteen shots at his 
pursuers, slightly injuring one of them. 
They then began debating how to dis- 
lodge the murderer. Empty meat and 


oyster cams and beer bottles were 
indicate 


found, which would that 


‘Well-to-do farmer. 
Almy worked ow the a farm 
hand. He is well educat and of 
good address. He became desperately 
enamored of his employer’s daughter, 
but she did not reciprocate, and his at- 
tentions finally became so annying that 
she absolutely refused to see him. 
This so infuriated him that he lay in 
wait one night in a lonely spot, stopped 
Miss Warden, her mother and sister 
and a lady friend, seized and dragged 
the object of his passion into a thicket 
and pleaded with her for the last time 
toaccept him. She declined, and he 
shot her twice and escaped. She was 
dead when the other members of the 
family returned with aid in the hops of 
rescuing her. 

Some 1590 people gathered around 
the barn today. Somefavored burning 
Almy, and while they were talking 


jabout what to do, the besieged man 


said he would surrender to the Sheriff 
if they would allow him to be taken 
into custody and not kill him. 

Almy afterward refused to come out 
of the barn. He sent for Solicitor 
Mitchell who went into the barn and 
talked with Almy. ‘“‘He told me his 
leg was broken,’”’ aaid Mitchell. 
had a large revolver in each hand 
which he pointed sometimes at me and 
sometimes at himself. He asked if I 
would guarantee him a fairtrial. I 
assured him I would. He asked how 
much of his past history I bad found 
out, but 1 would not tell him. He 
asked me if I thought he had better 
Kill himself. He finally refused to 
surrender himseif.”’ 

A. A. Smith also had a conference 
with Almy in which Almy said: ‘“‘I 
did not mean to kill Christie. I fired 
the first shot accidentally. Thisthrew 
me into a frenzy and | shot her again.”’ 
Then pointing the revolver at Smith 
Almy forced him to leave the barn. 
When Mitchell and Smith reported 
that Almy had decided not to surren- | 
der the crowd becameexcited. ‘Don’t 
fool with bim a minute longer! LBring 
him out dead or alive, and do it 
quickly!’ were some of the cries. A 
iorce with Winchester rifles commenced 
firingatthe barn. Almy responded 
with hi’ revolvers, but the shooting re- 
sultedin nothing except a demand 
from Almy for a second talk with 
Mitchell, who again visited himin the 
barn. 

The second visit Solicitor Mitchell 
says: ‘“‘Almy flourished his revolvers 
more dangerously than ever. He put 
them in mv face and said to those 
Within hearing ‘stand back gentlemen, 
Lhold Mitchell’s life in my hands and 
if you wink shoot.’ Almy again 
asked if | would guarantee protection 
and a fair trial. assured him that 
he would have both. He then called 
for John Ii. Fuller;-who came. After 
reassurances of protection and a fair 
trial he banded Fuller one of the re- 
volvers and me the other. J’ve since 
learned that Sheriff Bridgeman had 
secured a position unkuown to Almy 
and was about to pull the trigger of a 
leveled guu when Almy surrendered,” 

A carriage Was brought to the barn 
with the curtains down, The crowd 
became furious at the prospect of not 
seeing Almy. ‘They demanded to see 
him in tones which meant that they 
would see him or take the affair into 
theirown hands. The curtains were 
removed from the carriage. lour 
ofticers with drawn revolvers were 
around Aimy ashe entered the car- 
riage. He was scarcely visible, and 
the crowd made a rush forthe car- 
riage. ‘The oflicers finaliy got the car- 
riage through the crowd,and Almy 
was taken swiftly to the Wheelock Ho- 
tel, The crowd was close in the rear, 
Almy was taken into the dining-room. 
The hotel office was instantly filled 
with people demanding a sight of 
Almy, but the officers with drawn re- 
volvers prevented their passage to the 
room, ‘The streets around the hotel 
were packed solid with a turbulent 
crowd. 

Sheriff Brigan finally told the crowd 
that they could see Almy tomorrow at 
‘the preliminary trial, but the cry 
went up, * We wantto see Almy today, 
and are going ta doit.” Finally they 
were told that they could see him as 
soon as his wounds were dressed. 
When this had been done the people 
were allowed to walk through. After 
1500 had passed, Almy fainted and the 
doors were closed. An examination 
shows that he has been shot three 
times. Noneof the wounds are very 
serious. Aimy says there is nothing in 
his past career that is bad, except 
that he gambled some. He will 
probably be arraigned tomorrow. 

ln an interview this evening he said 
he killed Christie but bad no intention 
of committing any other crime. After 
he killed her he went direct to Mr. 

Varden’s barn and from theresaw her

TWO CONVICTS KILLED, 


A DARING PLOT TO BREAK JAIL 
FRUSTRATED. 


Jailbirds Seiza the Warden and 
Board aLocomotive—A Guard's 
Good Aim Spoils Their 
Plan. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

WALLA WALLA, Aug. 20.—[By “the 

Associated Press.| A desperate at- 
tempt was made at the penitentiary 
today by convicts to escape, and two 
prisoners were killed aad one 
wounded. The break was frustrated 
only by the bravery of Warden McClees 
and the coolness of his guards. There 
were about 135 men in the brickyard 
whep a train came in with material. 
The plot had been arranged among 
about forty prisoners to make a break 
for Jiberty. 
Four men seized Warden McClees 
and four more jumped into the loco- 
motive cab. The engineer before he 
was thrown out reversed his engine 
and pnt on a full head of steam. This 
sent the locomotive in the opposite di- 
rection and spoiled the original plan. 
The locomotive crashed through the 
gate and was stopped by the ditched 
cars. 

In the meantime Warden McClees 
with sharp knives at his throat was 
being carried forward to open the op- 
posite gaie. 

When within fifteen feet of the gate 
Guard Berry levelled his gun at the 
convicts holding the warden. One of 
the convicts named Gleason then said: 
‘*Make bim drop that gun or down you 
go; raising the knife. At that mo- 
ment Guard WUerry shot him down. 
The warden attempted to capture the 
other man holding him, but he fled. 
When twenty feet away LBerry fired 
again and he fell with the Knife still 
in his band, 

This ended the trouble. The men 
killed are William Gleason, sent up 
last year from Seattle for thirteen 
vears for robbery und attempted mur- 
der, and Jobn Morris, also sent up 
irom Seattle for seven years 
for robbery: They and Lat- 
tina, the murderer, were the leaders of 
the crowd. 4 

Betore the Coroner’s jury, this even-

Cnicaco, Aug. 20.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| The American Wheel 
Company, said to be the largest manu- 
facturers in the world of wheel for 
vehicles, is insolvent. Noble C, Butler 
has been appointed receiver and has 
possession of the different plants of the 
company. The total assets of the com- * 
pany are $4,105,000 and the liabilities 
are $1,500,000. Stringency of the money 
market and inability to secure the ex- 
tension of obligations caused the col- 
lapse. All shops and plants of the 
company, in six different States are 
temporarily closed and 2500 employés 
are made idle. 

Those most heavily interested and 
who caused the appointment of 
the receiver assert that the company 
will be ablo to liquidate allits indebt- 
edness and pay the stockholders dollar 
for dollar on their investment. The 
application for a receiver was made 
very quietly late Wednesday after- 
noon, and the bill was suppressed 
until late this afternoon, in order 
that the receiver might se- 
cure full possession and foréstall 
attaching creditors, this being done to 
give all interested parties an equitable 
share in the proceeds. The company’s 
principal works are in Indiana, Ohio 
and Michigan, but it bas plants in 
New York, Pennsylvania and Massa- 
chusetts. Itis an Lilinois corporation, 
but has little property in this State. 
The principal stockholders are in Indi- 
ana. 

The company” was unable to issue 
any partofits unused capital stock, 
on which ithas depended for funds. 
Its credit became impaired, and it was 
unabie to pay the large obligations fall- 
ing cus from day today. The biil set 
forth that manufacturers of vehicles 
throughout the country are largely de- 
pendent upon it for wheels, as it sup- 
plies seven-eighths of the entire de- 
mand of the country. A rece'ver was 
asked for in order that the plants 
might be kept in operation, and to pre- 
vent forced sales at a sacrifice, to the 
detriment of many creditors and injury 
of the employés.

The corporation was organized in 
1889, and business was at once begun 
on a large scale, Plants were estab- 
lished at Indianapolis, Fort Wayne, 
Terre Haute and St. Marys, Ind., Mi- 
amiasburg, Sydney, Galion, Sandusky 
and Ottawa, O., Jackson and Kalama- 
zoo, Mich., Pa.. and Syra- 
cuse and Shortsvill, N; Y. The plants 
at all these places are in operation, 
except at Westchester.

How Much a Fly Weighs. 
{Chicago Tribune. ] 
A southern grocer, being greatly an- 
noyea by flies, distributed twenty-one 


store. In the evening he gathered 
them up, and noticing how much 
heavier they were, concluded to weigh 
them. He accordingly placed the 
twenty-one sheets with ‘their loads 
of dead flies upon the _ scales. 
They tipped the beam at ex- 
actly seven pounds. Then he placed 
twenty-one iresh sheets on the scales 
aud found that they weighed but four 
pounds and four ounces. Thus the 
flies were shown to weigh two pounds 
aud twelve ounces. 6 next com- 
menced to figure on the matter and 
found there were twenty flies to each 
square inch of the flypaper; each sheet 
had 386 equare inches and 6720 flies, 
the twenty-one sheets containing in all 
141,120 flies. Thus it is plain that one 
can easily ascertain the exact weight 
of a single fly, for if 141,120 flies weigh 
two pounds and twelve ounces it is 
eary to calculate what one would weigh.

The Gassing Contest. 
ONTARIO, Aug. 18.—|To the Editor 
of Tue Times.)

Meserve,and that my judgment was 
it was the only thing we had to deal 
with, (borers had notthen been dis- 
covered.) Again, on July 7, I met 
Prof. Coquillet, Mr. Craw and the 
three members of the Board of Los 
Angeles County Commissioners, at San 
Pedro, and together we made a 
thorough examination, and with the 
game result as on the previous occasion 
no life being observed under the 
microscope except in the Chionaspis. 
‘The scale were unmistakably alive the 
day of the gassing, and only the Chio- 
naspis were found alive a week later. 
If the gas did not kill them San Pedro 
has reason. to be proud of her climate. 
I quite agree that the purer grade of 
cyanide produces the most satisfactory 
results by reason of its uniform purity, 
whereas a much larger quantity of the 
inferior grade has to be used in order 
to be sure of having a sufficient quan- 
tity of gas generated, and even then 
there is great uncertainty and lack of 
uniformity in the work. On the trees 
in question, there being little or no 
I used three times as much 
chemicals.as I otherwise would have 
done, and this accounts for the success 
in killing the scale. That there wasa 
good generation of gas on the night in 
question, those who witnessed the op- 
eration will testify.

GRINDING WUT SWEETS , 


Work at the Ciino Beot-sugar 
Begun. 


THE OPERATIONS DESCRIBED 


A ‘Most Important Undertaking~ - 
Very Interesting Details—Mas-~ 
sive Machinery and an 
Immense Output. 


Aug. 20.—|Special corre- 
spondence of Tue Times.] When the 
reader takes up hig ‘Times this morn- 
ing at the breakfast tabie, he will be 
pleasantly surprised as he sweetens his 
coffee to learn that the first sugar -ever 
made by the Chino Valicy Beet-sugar 
Company has probably just left the 
granulator and has been placed in 
sacks, whose destination will be Los 
Angeles and the whole United States. 
There is no danger of a dearth in sugar 
orcandy now. Tne trip from Oatario 
to Chino by the Chino Railroad lies 
through six solid miles of fieids in 
Which the esthetic, although likewise 
native, sunflower reigns sapreme. 
Around the factory and reaching to 
the foothills the same sunflower 
bloometh until the ere becomes weary 
from the ever-recurring monotony of 
Oscar Wilde’s favorite. 


It is not easy to enter the sugar fac- 
tory, entrances to the buildings being 
strictly prohibited to strangers not 
favored with a pags, Yesterday quite 
a number of méh and boys loafed 
around the gates, eager for a job. 

Au introduction to Mauager E. Ot- 
teu secured me the “open sesame’’ 
that I aspired to, and! was conducted 
into the great building which, with its 
machinery, has costa half million 
duliars or thereabouts. 

At first everything appcars perfectly 
bewildering, but with the kind expla- 
nations of Assistant Superintendent 
Poblmann and various otuer employés 
the use of the multitudinous engines, 
tauks, pumps, pans, vatteries, presses, 
etc., becomes perfectly clear. 

Tne main building, au imposing 
structure of several stories, is 300 feet 
long and 70 feet wide. Here the 
whole process of turning beets into 
sugar is gone throtigh. It reminds one 
of Sam Weller’s machine, which, re- 
ceiving a live hog at one end, turned 
out at the other miles of savory sau- 
sage. 
The word was to commence at 2 
o’clock, and it was not loug afterward ; 
that the ponderous machines com-, 
menced their revolutions. I will de- 
ribe what I saw: _. Between the office 
uidthe main building there ‘are two 
receiving sheds 200 feet long and 40 
feet wide, covered with awnings. The 
interior reminds one very much of 
smail dry docks” The walls slope in- 
ward until near the bottom, where 
planks that can’ be removed at will 
cover @& flume full of runuing water. 
When the signal for starting has been 
given, several laborers, armed with 
pitchforks, removed these planks and 
ullowed the beets, which four-horse 
wagons had industriousiy brought to 
the right-hand receiving shed all morn- 
ing, te drop into the flumes. ‘The cur- 
rent carried them jato the main build- 
ing, and here they were taken up by a 
very large spiral eleVator, which car- 
ried them tothe next floor into the 
washing machines, the water mean- 
time escaping throwgh a grating. 
Tuis washing machine contains 
number of revolving cams, 
which keep the water in the 
trough incessantly agitated, until 
all the sediment clinging to the tubers 
has been removed. A broader paddle 
when the machine -is full of beets, 
throws these down into a chute and 
from there they are received in hoppereg 
attached to an endlesschain. In the 
upper part of the building is situated 
the slicing machine,.and into these 
the hoppers deliver their contents. 

From the slicing machine, the beets, 
now very much chopped up, are con* 
dicted by a rubber belt to the diffusion 
batteries, twelve in number, where the 
juice is extracted from the pulp. Here 
the bagasse, or refusé matter, is 
‘thrown into small iron cars, which 
work on rails, and ig, disposed of as 
will be seen later on,.. The juice, by 
means of a flume, is now passed into 
the saturation pans, ef which there are 
nine, and treated with lime, which is 
pumped up by steam from a building 
in which slaked lime is mixed in cer- 
tain proportions with water. This 
lime produces carbonic acid, which 
causes the impurities and foreign mat- 
terg to separate trom the saccharine 
juice. The iiquid is now pumped into 
ibe filter presses, two in number, and 
the juice becomes clear, . 

Thence it is pumped to an upper 
story intoa box and it is treated 
with sulphurous acid, which is obtained 
by burning flour of.gulpbur, Now 
the juice is ready for the evaporation 
pans, four immense tanks of cylindri- 
cal shape, where it is boiled to a thick 
juice or liquor. From these receptacles 
the syrup is sucked into two vacuum 
pans, where it is boiled until it becomes 
grain or crystal. 

This grain now goes into mixers, 

next into five centrifugals, and at last 
into the granulator, whence it escapes 
into 100 pound bags as sugar No. 1. 
_ All this was not seen by the reporter, 
it must be understood, because the last 
operation visivle to the naked eye of 
the uninitiated is at the time when the 
juice passes into the gaturation pans, 
and until the granulated sugar runs 
oul asa s eady white stream into the 
sacks, all the rest of the operation is 
concealed from the visitor. 

From the time that the beet flows 
into the spiral elevator until the 
deputy collectoris ready to put his 
sign upon the filled sack, takes about 
eiyhteen bours as a rule. 

Four qualities of sugar will be made. 
AA tue head of the list comes No. 1; 
the sirup lett over from No. 1 is boiled 
over again aud forms No,2; the syrup 
of No. 2 boiled once more gives sugar 
No. 8, and the syrup of this, when it 
as gone through the boiling operation, 
becomes sugar No. 4. The first qual- 
ity is suow white, but asthe number 
of the other qualities increases, the 
sugar becomes darker. The inferior 
qualities may be treated over again, 
and in the end they willalso emerge 
from the granuiator as No. 1 grade. 

It is likely that the. first ruu will be 
worked over again, whichis very pat- 
ural, considering thatit is the first 
trial. Io the boilor-room, situated

tionai degree of sweetness. In order 
to determine this,a sample is taken 
from each lot brought to the receiving 
sheds, ground into pulp, the juice ex- 
tracted and submitted to chemical 
tests in the laboratory. It is stated 
that Mr. Richard Gird has 3000 avres of 
beets now ready for the factury. Euch 
acré, On &n average, produces thirteen 
tons, Or possibly fourteen. The capac- 
ity of the refinery per day ‘of twenty- 
hours is 350 tons, giving 60,000 pounds 
of granulated sugar and syrup. At 
the rate that the beets can be disposed 
of by the company, the campaign will 
probably last 120 days. I: is, however, 
the intention of Mr. Gird to plant 
beets at aifferent epochs, in order to 
insure an early aud late crop, and in 
that case the factory will be able to 
run eight months in the year. 

The bagasse, or refuse is returned 
to Mr. Gird, who gives the saccharine 
pulp toa numberof cattle. To them 
life is an everlusting picnic until they 
have become so fat aud sweet that they 
are doomed todiea violent death in 
order that others may live.

A WEALTHY OMAHA MAN FOUND

Berwin, Aug. 20.—{By Cable and 
Assoviated Press.]| The “holy coat’’ 
was exposed to view this morning in 
the cathedral at Tréves. Two Knights 
of Maltain full costume with drawn 
swords stood on either side of the 
shrine enclosing the case, which was 
surrounded by lighted candles and 
surmounted by a large gold cross. 
The cathedral was richly decorated 
and packed to the doors with people. 
There was an impressive scene in the 
sanctuary, over ove hundred priests 
assisting in the ceremonies, which 
were grand in the extreme. 

After an address by Bishop Korum 
the nave of the cathedral was cleared 
to enable the municipal authorities 
and parochial societies to march to 
the shrine and venerate the relic. 
‘Tuen came the pilgrims and tourists. 
The scene was motiey one. The un- 
veiling of the relic made a deeply de- 
votional impression on the crowd of 
worshipers. Many were overpowered 
by their feelings and several women 
fainted. The procession passed the 
shrine and mostof the pilgrims banded 
a rosory or crucifix to the priests for 
contact with the relic. This was accom- 
panied by low hum of puternosters and 
aves. 

Outside the cathedral was a- busy 
scene to which processions with ban- 
ners and music, throngs of visitors, 
etc., all contributed. During the 
whole time the ‘“‘boly coat’”’ is on ex- 
hibition twenty excursions a day will 
arrve at Tréver. In order that the 
town may not be overcrowded, the 
different bands of pilgrim~,led by their 
priests, will only be permitted to re- 
main one night in the town. Pictures 


- Of the “holy coat’’ are to be seen not 


only in every shop window, but there 
are millions of representations in all 
sizes on handkerchiefs, paper, earthen- 
Ware, wood and metal. The photo- 
‘graphs are merely a reproduction of 
drawings published in 1844. 

Much comment has been caused by 
the remarks of Bishop Korum in his 
opening address today, when he re- 
ferred pointedly to tbe spiritual signifi- 
cance of the “holy coat’? as being a 
seamless vesture and a symbol of the 
unity of the Catholic Church. There 
were many Roman Catholic members 
of the Reichstag present, and it is said 
the Bishop particularly addressed his 
remarks to those members. 

The first solemn exhibition of the 
coat was in 1196, when it was placed 
under the new altar. Thereit rested 
till 1511, when Emperor Maximiliao 
wished it to be exhibited and it 
was done. It was shown several 
times again during that century and 
also in 1685. In the latter part of the 
seventeenth century, when tbe French 
under Louis invaded Germany. 
the precious relic was hidden in the 
fortress of Enreubreitstein, where it 
was kept until afier the seven years’ 
war. After the last exhibition there, 
in 1765, it was brought back to Tréves, 
but a few years later had to be re- 
moved into the interior of Germany 
when Napoleon invaded the country 
in 1810. Napoleon permitted another 
solemn exhibition, but explessly for- 
bade miracles to be performed, yet the 
reportof that time says that gouty 
patients, who were wheeled up, walked 
away at once, The Tréves newspapers 
are tull of accounts of miracles which 
took place at the exhibition of 1844.

A HURRICANE’S FURY. 


Later Accounts of the Disaster at 
Martinique. 

PARIs, Aug. 20.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| Official advices re- 
ceived bere this afterraoon announce 
thatthe calamity which visited Mar- 
tinique is the most severe since the 
yeur 1817. So far as can be learned 
there were nearly, if not quite, sixty 
deaths asa result of the hurri¢ane’s 
visit, but it will be some time before 
the tull extent of the disaster is known. 

At Fort de France alone there were 
twelve lives lost and in both Fort de 
France and St. Pierre, to say nothing 
wf the country districts, there were 
jarge numbers of people injured. 

At St. Pierre five persons are known 
to have been kilied, but it is feared 
this number does not represent the en- 
tire loss of life in the capital. Com- 
munication with different points on 
the island was never an easy matter, 
und it 1s excessively difficult to get de- 
tailed news at present. As reports 
from various sections reach St. Pierre, it 
becomes evident that the extent of the 
hurricane’s devastation has not been 
exaggerated. 

Destruction of property and loss of 
life are reported from all parts -of the 
coust. The latest reports received at 
St. Pierre from Lamentin show ten 
victims at that place alone, in addai- 
tion toa jarge number injured. At 
Francois there were sixteen people 


, killed and a large number injured, and 


at Rivere there are two or more deatns, 
aud so on trom ail parts of the island 
‘come tales of woe and desolation. 
Latrinet sends in the Jistof its deaa at 
ten, and numbers more or less injured. 
The damage done to sbipping and 
property is enormous. About two- 
fifths of the island is under cultivation 
andthe mountain siope was covered 
with forests. All cultivation and all 
forests in the path of the hurricane 
appear to have been swept away. 
Numerous sugar, coffee, cotton and 
cocoa plantations which have felt the 
force of the tornado seem to have been 
utterly destroyed.

THE PALLIUM CONFERRED ON 
ARCHBISHOP KATZER. 


Cardinal Gibbons in His Address 
Denounces Those Who Would 
Promote Nationalism in 
Church Matters. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

MILWAUKFE, Aug. 20.—[By the 

Associated Press.} Cardinal Gibbons 
conferred the pallium on Archbishop 
Katzer today with the most imposing 
ceremonies, A long procession of 
priests and church dignitaries pro- 
ceeded to the cathedral, which was 
crowded with people. Among them 
were Cardinal Gibbons, sixteen bishops 
and two archbisheps. At 10:15 the 
lirst strains of Beetboven’s mass from 
the great organ and the rising of the 
large audience to their feet announced 
the arrival of the procession, The 
space reserved for priests was the inside 
sections of the center aisle, where 
they filed in. Following. them 
came the bishops and archbishops 
in their purple robes attended by tbeir 
acolytes who took seats within the 
chancel. The new archbishop witb 
purple cap and long purple robe and 
train came next, and last of ail came 
Cardinal Gibbons in scarlet robe and 
train. The celebrant of the mass was 
Bishop Bonicum of Lincoln, Neb., the 
assistant priest being Vicar General 
Brady of tne St. Louis diocese, deacon 
Father Guiski, and sub deacon Father 
Langener of Marquette, Mich. The 
ceremony througuout was very im- 
pressive. Before theclose of the cele- 
bration Cardinal Gibbens stepped for- 
ward tothe front of the sanctuary. 
In speaking, he referred to the tide oi 
Catholics whichis continually pouring 
from the old world into America and 
said: 

Woe to him that would stir up the spirit 
of nationalism in the leaders of Israei! 
“God apd our country.” Let tbis be our 
watchword. Patriotism isa virtue approved 
and sauctified by the heavenly father. 
There is one country we love above ali 
ovhers, and that is the United States; 
whether it be the land of our birth or adop- 
tion, it matters not, 

’ The address was, patriotic in the ex- 
treme and would have been applauded 
had it been delivered elsewhere than 
in a church. 

After the ceremony the church dig- 
nataries and clergy took carriages for 
Si. Francis seminary. 

The festivities connected with the 
conferring of the pallium were con- 
cluded this afternoon by a banquet at 
St. Francis College, attended by all 
visiting dignitaries of the church and 
most of the priests of the province, 
Father Etschmano, senior priest of 
the province, presented Archbishop 
Katzer with an address and a 
large number of toasts were responded 
to. Cardinal Gibbous delivered an ad- 
dress in which he commentedon the 
diversity of nations in which the Cath- 
olic Church has been established and 
the unan.mity with which bishops and 
priests from ali parts of the country 
had united at Milwaukee todo honor 
to the distinguished prelate whom the 
sovereign pontiff had placed at the 
head of the archdiocese of Milwaukee. 
In conclusion hé said: 

“(dod and Country” is our watchword, Next 
to love of God should be love of country. The 
Catholic community in the United States 
has been conspicuous for its loyalty in the 
past century, and | am sure we emulate the 
patriotism of our fathers in this taith. Let 
us glory in the title of American citizens. 
W bether the United States is the land of 
our birth or adoption, itis the land of our 
destiny, and to it we owe allegiance. 

He then congratnilated the new arch- 
bishop on his elevation to the exalted 
position, and the latter made an ap- 
propriate response.

The nomination made for 
heads of bureaus previous to the one 
‘assigned.to California were confirmed 
immediately upon receipt, but they 
hung up the California nomination and 
appointed this committee. Neverthe- 
less it made favorable returns but the 
board immediately rejected Maxwell’s 
nomination. 

“There has not been an individual 
from the entire Pacific Coast that re- 
ceived a solitary appointment in the 
exposition, while 40 per cent. of the 
officers and bureau chiefs are residents 
of Illinois.

A special session of the City Council 
was held yesterday morning. The 
chief business of importance was fixing 
the tax rate for the ensuing fiscal year 
at $1.10 on each $100. The total as- 
sessment amounts to over $4,500,000

85.000,000 to 40,000,000 pounds. For- 
merly ail our raisins and pruues were 
imported, but within the last decade 
the California crop of both has grown 
to be something considerable. Our 
imported prunes are from Austria, 
Hungary avd France, raisins from 
Spain, oranges from Sicily, Italy and 
Spain; and bananas, cocoanuts and 
pineapples from tbh est Indies, Cen 
tral and South America. In the last 
decade tbe lowest fruit export was of 
the value of $1,746,418 in 1884, and the 
highest $5,039,224 in 1889. Last year 
the value of the exports of fruit reacued 
$4,031,686.”

Garcia was rescued 
trom bis position on the branch of a 
tree in the water, and a search was 
made for Rogers, but without avail. 

J. S. Block, Mr. Little and others 
were Called as witnesses, and testified 
to about the same [acis. 

Arthur Jones tesuiied that while he 
was rowing on the lake some distance 
from the scene of the tragedy, he 
heard acall forhelp. He rowed in the 
direction of the sound when he saw 
Mr. Black ou the shore, who calied to 
him that tuere bad been trouble, and 
directed him togo to the rescue of 
Garcia, which be did. Kuowing that 
Garcia had been wsailor, he remarked, 

“What theh—ill you doing here?” 

Garcia answered: ‘Lhe mao came to 
tuke boat, and I not let him have 
Atter taking Garcia ashote‘he helped 
Mr, Black to look for the body. Iie 
Was shown the broken Oar, which he 
recognized as the one be bad seen in 
Garcia’s boat. Could not say the voice 
he heard calling for belp was Garcia’s. 
He heard the same voice making a pe- 
culiar sound from the time he. beard 
the callfor help till he reached the 
scene, probably fifteen minutes. He 
knew Rogers, but did not know 
whether he or Garcia could swim. 
- Coroner W. W. Thompson was placed 
on thestand. He said be had stripped 
the body of clothing and made a thar- 
ough examination, but found-no lacer- 
ations orincisions. ‘here were, in his 
Opinion, evidences of bruises on tne 
bead and neck. The woolen under- 
shirt which Rogers wore showed a half 
dozen blood spots on each arm, which 
he found had come from the nostrils. 
The blood had been diffused by water 
aud -did not show clearly. There was 
blood issuing from the nostrils, 

On cross-examination, in answer to 


from tbe nostrils, he stated it would 
not, only a frothy mucus. The ques- 
tion as to whether be concluded death 
had been caused from persvunal violence, 
was objected to and the objection sus- 
tained. 

He said there was no abrasion of the 
skin, and he could not positively locate 
any spot on which a blow might huave 
been given. The face, lips and eyes, 
the first parts to decompose in a 
drowned man, were swollen and looked 
as if bruised, but he admitted this 
might be caused by the body being so 
long in the water. . 

lt was Dr. Thompson’s opinion that 


a blow bad preceded the drowniug, 


but the body was so badly decomposed 


he could not determine where the blow 
had been delivered.

ARAILROAD MAN'S ADVENTURE

No official announcement has yet thrown 
any light upon the much-talked-of changes 
on the Atlantic and Pacific. Though the 
departure of General Manager D. B. Rop- 
inson has left a vacancy in the road, no one 
bas yet been named to fill his place. The 
rumor that the jurisdiction of A. A. Robin- 
son, general manager of the Atchison, To- 
peka and Santa Fé, will be extended 
over the Atlantic and Pacific is ac- 
cepted in some quarters as a foregone 
conclusion, but itis not a confirmed fact 
If such an arrangement should be adopted 
a general superintendent will be appointed 
for the road between Albuquerque and 
Mojave to report to Mr, Robinson in 
Topeka.
